~~ By having the thimble and brake.

The sewing machine is a blessing 


With the stove too our women are pleased. 


The old style is awful oppressing 
But now they can live at their ease.

No such things as soda or matches 
We’re used to make biscuit or bread. 
The people in those days used ashes, 
A flint and steel in their stead.

Electricity works with great splendor 
Coal oil and gas are all right 
How easy Ican remember 
Before they were used for a light 


9 
Now, without fire, oil or gas 
They can light up the darkest abode 
With a substance that always will last 
Will never go out or explode.

The chick now can talk like a man 
Without receiving a shock 

And speak as plain as I can 
Saying, get up now it's six o'clock.

And hear in return what they say.

By which the whole world is amazed 
To see the inside of a man 
By looking into X-Rays.

The breach loading bun is amusing 
And those that shoot rapid and fast 
Percussion they've all got to using, 
Old flint lock, a thing of the past.

The Torpedo is a wonder to me 
And dynamite too, by command, 
Will blow up their shipping at sea 
And blow down their building at Land

Of things that're revealed in my day, 
I've time now to mention by one, 
And then I've some few words to say 
Of judgements that quickly will come.

In our snug little cottage 
W here we used to dwell 
With joy, peace and plenty 
Our bosoms did swell 
W here orchards and vineyards 
Around us did bloom 
The rich rose and violet 
Sent forth their perfume.

W here we were well settled 
And fixed to get gain 
With plenty of hay, meat 
Potatoes and grain. 
W ith pasture a plenty 
For butter and cheese, 
W ith horses and coaches 
To ride at our ease. 


3 
And stores being plenty 
With a good supply 
Our shirts, pants and dresses 
W e easy could buy 
Our women were cheerful 
Their house neat and tidy 
All seemed to be right. 


4 
And there at our meetings 
W e took great delight 
W e had places of worship 
By day and by night 
W here we were instructed 
On things that are divine 
To increase our knowledge 
And strengthen our mind. 


5 
God saw who were honest 
And trying to do. 
To all of his councils 
W ere faithful and true 
And there being plenty 
Of those in the north 
Therefore, throught his prophet 
This word he sent forth. 


6 
I want men, three hundred 
Such ones as I call 
To go down to Dixie 
Move this very fall 
Take with them their means 
A city to build 
And open up farms 
The country to fill. 


7 


` The word being given 


W e soon made a start 
And sold our possessions 
With a jovial heart 

And started for Dixie 

As soon you shall hear 

W e traveled on southward 
And crossed the Sevier. 


8 
We came to the Virgin 
A very nice stream 
W e here made a halt 
But how changed 
W as the scene. 
Instead of the cottage 
W here we used to dwell 
We've nothing but tents 
Tho they do very well. 

9 
M esquite for our orchards 
Are all we can find 
And sagebrush for vineyards 
To gladden the mind. 
Our pastures are desserts 
All covered with sand. 
And rocks so romantic 
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They cover the land. 


10 
Our horses and coaches 
W e trade for our wheat 
Our cattle we kill, which 
Supplies us with meat 
Our shirts, pants, and dresses 
Our women do spin 
Our goods are all covered 
With sand that blows in. 


11 
Our places of worship 
Are out in the air. 
We've no seat to sit on 
Except, we've a chair. 
Our preachers, they teach us 
Of things for our good. 
Make fences and ditches 
And roads to the woods. 


12 
Our bodies are weary 
Being torn down with toil 
Our clothes are all homespun 
And that is not all 
Our pride being humbled 
And brought down so low 
All things that're commanded 
W e are willing to do. 


13 
We'll tunnel the mountain 
The water to fetch 
And water the sand 
From the tunnel and ditch 
And if we do right, 
Our reward we'll obtain 
By growing the fodder, 
The cotton, and cane. 


14 
We'll plant out orchards 
Our vineyards and flowers 
W e'll build us nice dwellings 
Good houses and bowers. 
And if we prove faithful 
In all things, who knows 
But we'll cause this desert 
To bloom like a rose.

As the town bells this morning tolled eight, 
It brought some events to my mind 

Of which I am going to relate. 

My age, it was then seventy nine.

Up north in the state of New York (1810) 

In the county of Warren was where I entered 
This state of probation,

Then trails and troubles commenced 
For the test I would wrestle and cry 
If I got it, all right for awile, 

If not, Iwould worry and cry. 


4 

With age my troubles increased 

W hen I commenced to play with the boys, 
Ithought I was badly abused 

If Icouldn't have all of their toys.

- As I grew older and larger 


With stone bruises, scratches and sores 
They'd scold me and threaten to ship 
If I wouldn't help do the chores. 


6 
They put me to work in the field 
A planting and hoeing with men, 
I used to get hungry and tired 
By trying to keep up my end. 


7 

About this time of my life, 

In the year thirty four, or five 

W e moved from the state of New York 
To Pennsylvania to live. 


8 

We went to the county of McKean 

W here Bradford City is now 

Near there made a farm and a mill 
Commenced to make lumber and plow. 


9 

Now, labor commenced in good earnest 
On the farm, in the cannon and mill 

I had to take charge of the men, 

Not a moment of time to sit still. 


10 
In this way I passed my teens 
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Soon, till I was of age 
I then thought myself quite a man 
In business I soon did engage. 


11 

I soon bought a farm and a mill 

I also started a store 

W hen thinking of things that I needed 
I only could think of one more. 


12 

So, the sixteenth of June in forty two 
I well remember the time, 

The prettiest girl in the country 

A preacher declared to be mine. 


18 

I thought then all troubles were ended 
And all of my trials would cease 

But, as my business extended 

M y trials and troubles increased. 


14 

My men wouldn't all do their duty 
Especially when I was away 

When I trusted out lumber as store goods 
I was bothered in getting my pay. 


15 

And now other trials commenced, 

In May in the year forty five 

Two men who said they were elders 
The Gospelthey brought to my door. 


16 

I heard it, believed and embraced it 
M y wife, she could not believe. 

She said she knew I was honest 

But really thought I was deceived. 


17 

Then, my desire was to gather 

And spend the rest of my life 

With the Saints, but I couldn't think leaving 
M y dear little daughter and wife. 


18 

To get my wife willing to go, 

I knew I must flutter and coax 

M y only way to succeed 

W as to get heraway from her folks 
19 

So, when California was settled, 
And found to be full of rich mines 


/^^» 1 furnished my brother with money 


To go in the year forty nine. 
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20 

I was to have half he could make 

W hen he could find something to do 
He wrote he had a good prospect 
And said I had better come too. 


21 

Then, in the year fifty two 

As things had worked to my notion, 
I took his family and mine 

And sailed across the big ocean. 


22 

I found him engaged there in lumbering 
And was carrying on quite a trade. 

W e got eight dollars a hundred 

For all the lumber we made. 


23 

W e were doing a very good business 

With one little mill and a store 

But, Ithought we could make money faster 
By building two or three more. 


24 

W e made up our minds then, to rush things 
Our money then slipped off like grease. 

W e soon put three mills to running, 

Cost fifty thousand apiece. 


25 


Then, in the fall of fifty three 


W as the time that we could have sold 
And saved up a nice little fortune 
A good hundred thousand in Gold. 


26 

For, in March, the next spring 

Two of our mills burned down 

And the lumber wouldn't pay the expenses 
Of hauling and shipping to town. 


27 

As I left then, with nothing 

I thought the best move I could make 
W ould be to earn me some money 
Then start with my folks for Salt Lake. 


28 

We then all worked for that purpose 
Till the 17th of March, in fifty eight 
Then started in company with others 
A tiresome long journey to make. 


29 
On June 16th the same year 
The city of Provo did reach 


210 


In time to hear what was said 
By Powell and McCullough in their speech. 


30 

I started then and soon got in business 
Where I was doing quite well 

Until I was called on a mission 

To move down to Dixie to dwell. 


31 

Then, in the fall of sixty one 

I sold my houses and land 

And went to help settle St. George 
Found nothing but cactus and sand. 


32 

The thing that the people then needed 
Was some decent place to dwell 

Then I was sent to the mountains 
There to make lumber to sell. 


33 

I went and made me a home there 
And worked there many a year 

Till the raid of the Gentiles increased 
And got to be very severe. 


34 

I thought in the spring eighty seven 
The very best thing I could do 

Was to take one of my families 

And move to Old Mexico. 


35 

I went then and stopped at old Uuarez 

Hoping my trouble was o'er 

But with the next springImet with misfortune 
misfortune 

W orse than ever before. 


36 

I went to the mountains for lumber 
And when, coming down a steep hill, 
I got thrown from my wagon 

And come very near getting killed.

I broke my leg and my ribs 

W hich layed me up for a year 

I never have got entirely over it 
And never expect to while here.

Then I moved to San Diego 

To try and raise something to eat 
And make some butter and cheese 
Also raise and put up meat.

I worked there and made quite a raise 
And lived till the year ninety one 
Then I moved down to Dublan 

Bought land and made me a home. 


40 

Oh, now I am layed up with rhumatics 
I can sit up, but cannot walk, 

I can read the newspapers and write 
If a neighbor comes in I can talk. 


41 

lam worn out and sorely afflicted 
It's hard for me to hear. 

But with all m y trials and troubles 
I try to be of good cheer. 


42 

I have written here the trials of my life. 
The pleasures of life is more gay 
IfIlive and my health will permit it, 

I will write more one year from today. 
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1 W here'er the saints could go 
pm And keep the covenants they've made 
M y Daughter, dear But here in Mexico. 
W e lived for years 
In happiness together 3 
W ho can paint the briny tears Don't think we're in danger here 
That flow when forced to sever There's none to do us harm 
You know the reason that I left Our friends we never need to hear 
And made my mind to go W e laugh at false alarms 
And leave my happy home and friends Now listen to your Mother, dear 
To move to Mexico. Because she'd ought to know 
And come and see what pleasant home 
2 W e have in Mexico. 
The Gospel caused me to go 
And leave that goodly land 
Here we can stay and live in peace 
And keep the Lords commands Dublan, Mexico 
No other place to us is known Eli W hipple

The two Coldiron girls were the daughters of 
Susan Emeline Dameron Coldiron Allphin and her 
first husband, William Coldiron, he was bitten by 
an adder, as the Mormons crossed the plains to 
Utah, and died. She later married Israel Dodge 
Allphin. These 4 children were all drowned in the 
same flood and buried in the same grave in the Old 
Cemetery in Pine Valley, Utah. The story of this 
flood is told in ‘‘Under Dixie Sun’’ a history of 
Washington County. 

EARL, JOHN OWEN 
Born Jan. 22, 1862 Pine Valley, Utah. 
Died Feb. 2, 1862 Pine Valley, Utah. 
Son of Sylvester Henry and Lois Caroline Owen

FORSYTH, GEORGE M. (Stone)

*Last person buried in the Upper Town Cemetery. 

FREAM, NEPHI (Stone) 
Born Feb. 15, 1850. 
Died May 13, 1866 Pine Valley, Utah.

Son of William Fream of Washington. He was ill 
and his father brought him to Pine Valley to get 
him out of the heat and he died while there. 
GARDNER, EDWARD SHANKS (Stone) 
Born June 3, 1864 Pine Valley, Utah. 
Died Aug. 3, 1865 Pine Valley, Utah. 
Son of Robert and Cynthia Lovina Berry Gardner. 
GARDNER, JANETTE ARMELA (Stone) 
Born March 17, 1856 Salt Lake City, Utah. 
Died July 23, 1864 Pine Valley, Utah. 
Daughter of Robert and Cynthia Lovina Berry 
Gardner. 
HADFIELD(child) 
Born...... Unable to find first name. 
Died sometime after 1864. Robert Gardner moved 
his families to Pine Valley in the spring of 1864 
where he found some of the people still living near 
the old dugouts. When Pine Valley was first 
settled, by the sawmill men, they lived in 
Dugouts. When the next settlers came they built 
houses. One of these Dugouts, near Robert's 
home, caved in and filled up with water. The 
People placed a plank across it for a bridge. One 
day Robert's wife, Cynthia, crossed the bridge to 
go visit a neighbor. As she was crossing the bridge 
she looked down and saw the body of this Hadfield 
child who was just learning to walk. The child had 
tried to cross and fallen off and drowned. The child 
belonged to Joseph I. Hadfield. She was the first 
person buried in the cemetery. * 
NOTE: 
The Washington records lists the father as 
Joseph I. Hadfield. Robert Berry Gardner told 
me that he knew the man personaly and his 
name was Hadfield.

The first person buried in this cemetery was Sarah

terrible because her little girl was out there all alone. 
Before the month ended two more little girls died 
and were buried near her. They were Tillie Burgess, 
daughter of George and Rhoda Burgess, and Cynthia 
Melvina Gardner daughter of Robert and Cynthia 
Gardner. At that period in history it was common for 
several children to die from epidemics.

where he met another team and wagon bringing a 


coffin up the road. 

When his friends sent a telegram, to his people, 
reporting the accident the telegram read as follows: 
"A Cider Stamp roll over his body.’’ That was a 
 by-word, for the younger generation in Pine Valley

Prayer Meeting commenced at half past one for 
Mary. Just as meeting let out John Thomas came up 
from Andrew Gibbons and said Mary was dead. 
Sister Lloyd, Mary’s Grandmother, came for me to 
go to the store to get cloth to make burial clothes. We 
went to Sister Lloyds and sewed all afternoon. Sewed 
as long as we could see. 

Feb. 18 Went to Sister Lloyds at half past seven to 
help finish the sewing. The Bishop asked me to go 
help dress Little Mary. Rhoda Burgess and I started. 
Went down and after we got there Ben Lloyd came 
with a coffin and we dressed and put her in it. (This 
was at Chadburn’s Ranch.) 

Feb. 19 We started to town and went to Sister 
Lloyd’s and unpacked the corpse and then went to 
Cynthia Gardners and had a bite of dinner. From 
there we went to the funeral and then to the 
graveyard. 

After her death her husband, with his brother 
Dave and his Mother, Mahala Thomas, moved to 
Colonia Juarez, Mexico. There he and Dave changed 
their names to Gibbons for the following reason. His 
Mother, Mahala Mathews, was first married to John 
Thomas. She later married Richard Gibbons by 
whom she had 2 sons, Andrew Mathews Gibbons, 
and Dave. She divorced Richard when he left the 
church and the two boys took the name of Thomas as 
long as they lived in Pine Valley. Andrew was called 
Bub. After moving to Mexico Andrew ‘‘Bub married 
Emily Burrell by whom he had one daughter 
Burnetta. Later ‘‘Bub’’ was killed in Bisbee, Arizona 
in 1917. Dave was killed on a dugway going into 
Colonia Juarez when he was just a young man.
